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: By the King, 
A PROCLAMATION, 


For che Speedy and Effectual putting in Execution the Act of Parliament for Regulating the Meaſures and Prices of Coals.

NN cod bereas by Act of Parliament made in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Pears of the Reign of Our late Nopal Unkle 
eng Charles the Second, foz avoiding the manifold Deceits, Eracions and Abuſes uſed in the Praſures and 
Sales of Coals, and fo pzeventing the like, and foz the better Regulation thercof foz the time to come, Jt was 
8 #: Enacted, That from and after the Sirth Day of March, which was in the Pear of Pur Lord, One thouſand ür 
fs Y hundzed ürty and four, all Sozts of Coals, commonly called, Sca-Coals, bzought into the River of Thames, and 
Sold, (hould be Sold by the Chaldꝛon, containing Sir and thirty Bulhels, heaped up, and acco2ding to the Bu⸗ 
A (hel Sealed foz that purpoſe at Guild-Hall in London, and ſo fo a greater oz leſſer quantity; and that all other Dozts

time being, and the Juſtices of Peace of the ſeveral Counties reſpectively, oz any Thick oz moe ot thein, whereof One to be of the Q1orum, Were 
by the ſaid Ad Impowered to let the Bates and Pzices of ali ſuch Coals as ſhould be Sold by Retail, as they from time to time ihould judge 
rcaſonable, allowing a competent Pꝛofit to the Retailer, bexond the Pꝛice paid by him to che Pmpozter, and the ozdinary Charges thereupon 
Accrewing: And that if any Pagroſſer, oz Betailer of ſuch Coals ſhould retuſe to Sell, as afozefaid, that then the ſaid Lo2d Mayo; and 
Aldermen, aud Juſtices ot Peace reſpectively, Were by the latd Act Authoztzed to Appoint and Impower ſuch Officer oz Officers, oz other 
Perſons as they (hould think fit, to Enter into any (Uharke, oz other Place Where ſuch Coals Were Stozed up, and in caſe of Refuſal, ta⸗ 
Ring a Conſtable, to fozxce Entrance, and the ſaid Coals to Sell, oz cauſe to be Sold, at ſuch Rates as the ſaid Lozd Mayo; and Aldermen and 
Juſtices reſpectively ſhould judge reaſonable, rendzing to ſuch 'Pugroſfler oz Retailer the Money foz which the ſaid Coals ſhould be ſo Sold, 
'neceſſary Charges being deducted : And by the ſaid Act pzovilion is made, That no Perſon having any Intereſt in any Wharfe uſed foz the 
Receiving oz Uttering of Coals, oz that ſhould Trade by himſelf, oz others in his own oz any other Name, in the Sale of any Coals, 02 
the Ingrolling the ſame in oꝛder to Sale, and not foz his own pzivate uſe only, ſhould any ways Act oz Intermeddle in the Setting of the 
ice of Coals : Which Act being made to continue foz Theee Years, did long ſince Expire, but being found to be very uſeful and beneficial to 
this Kingdom, was, by Act of Parliament made in the Second Pear of Dur Reign, continued foz the ſpace of Seven Years, from the Firſt 
Day of December, One thouſand ſix hundzed and ninety, and from thence to the end of the Firſt Seſſion of Parliament then next following. 
And by the laid laſt mentioned Act it is made lawkul toꝛ any Owners of Ships oz Ueſſels Engliſh built, and belonging to the Subjects of Eng- 
land, Whereof the Maſter is an Engliſh Man, Trading with Coals to;and from Newcalile, oz the Parts adjacent, oꝛ any Parts of Wales to the 
Pozt of London, oz any other Part of England, to Navigate the ſaid Ship oz Ueſlel with as inany Fozeign Seamen as the Maſter oz Owners 
(hould think fit, during the pzelent War with France, and no longer, not withſtanding the Act kfoz Encouraging and Encreaſing of Shipping 
and Navigation, made in the Twelfth Pear of the Reign of Our ſaid Royal Unkle. Which god Laws being ſtill in Fozce, yet foz want of the 
due and cffectual Execution of the ſame, the Pzices of Coals are now Unreaſonably and Erceſſively Heightned, to the great pꝛejudice of Our 
good Subjects ; We have therefoze out of Pur Pzincely Wiſdom and Tender Compaſſion and Care foz the good of Our Suvbjeas, thought 
fit, by and with the Advice of Dur Pziby Council, to Illue this Our Royal Pzoclamation, and We do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Com- 
mand, as well the Lozd Wayoz, Aldermen, and Juſtices of the Peace of and foz Our City of London, ag alſo all other Juſtices of the Peace, 
Chick Pagiitrates and Officers reſpectively, That they and every of them in their reſpective Places and Stations, and within their reſpe- 
ctive Juriſdictions, do fozthWith, and without any Delay, put in due and effecual Execution the ſaid Act foz Regulating the Meaſures and 
Pꝛites of Coals, aud all the Powers and Authozittes thereby Given and Gzanted to the ſaid Lozd Mapoz, Aldermen, and Juſtices of Peace 
reſpectively, Within their relpective Juriſdictions, accozding to the Tenoz aud Intent of the ſaid Act ; And that frequent Meetings, as well in 
Publick and Pz2tvate Seſſions, as otherwiſe, be foz that purpoſe Had and Appointed. And Our further Pleaſure is, and Me do hereby Com⸗ 
mand, That there be a Pꝛelent and Punctual Obſervation of this Pur Royal Command; And that the ſaid Loꝛd Mayo:, Aldermen and 
Juſtices reſpectively, do give an Account of their Pzoccedings in the Pzennfles unto Us, and Dur Pzivy Council, on oz befoze the Eighteenth 
Way of this Pnltant April, as they tender Our Diſpleaſure, and Will anſwer the Contrary at their Perils.
